M. S. Campbell of Ottawa, chief 
conciliation officer of Canada, in 
announcing the settlement last 
night, said all of the 150 employes 
of the Kelsey Wheel Co. would re- 
turn “without discrimination.” Oth- 
er than that, he did not disclose 
terms of the agreement. The com- 
pany is the Canadian affiliate of 
the Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Co., in 
whose two Detroit plants sit-down 
strikes were settled last week. 

A new strike began yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Jackson plant of the 
Walker-Michigan Co., which manu- 
factures automobile accessories. 
John Bartee of South Bend, Ind., 
an organizer for the United Auto- 
mobile Workers, said 100 of the 150 
employes. sat down at their ma- 
chines and that 50 remained in the 
building overnight. 

Bartee said the union wants a 
minimum wage of 65 cents an hour, 
recognition of the union as a collet- 
tive bargaining agency and _ re- 
instatement of two employes he 
said were dismissed for union activ- 
ities. 

The Walkér plant equipment was 
moved to Jackson about six months 
ago from Racine, Wis., where the 
company still employs 550 persons.

Clark and Truman Likely to 
Make Separate Recom- 
mendations. 


Failure of United States Senators 


Truman to agree at a two-hour con- 
ference yesterday on a joint recom- 
mendation for the appointment to 
fill the new United States District 
Judgeship in Missouri, likely will 
result in separate actions by the 
Senators. 

Senator Clark is expected to ask 
the appointment of Boyle G. Clark 
of Columbia, directing head of the 
Missouri Supreme Court’s bar disci- 
plinary advisory committee, while 
Senator Truman is expected to rec- 
ommend Circuit Judge Albert A. 
Ridge of Kansas City. 

The conference of the Senators 
at the Mayfair Hotel ended short- 
ly before 5 o'clock without them 
being nearer an agreement than 
when it started. 


Gov. Park Ruled Out. 

Clark went into the méeting with 
five or six persons in mind, any 
one of whom he said he would agree 
to, while Truman stood steadfast 
on his previously announced third 
choice, Judge Ridge. His first and 
second choices, Gov. Park and Cir- 
cuit Judge Daniel E. Bird of Kan- 
sas City, had been eliminated by 
the 60-year-old age rule of the Pres- 
ident, which was re-stated yester- 
day at the President’s press con- 
ference in Washington. 

Clark refused to agrée to Judge 
Ridge and when he and Truman 
separated, Truman said he expect- 
ed they would confer again today, 
presumably after Truman had re- 
ported to Boss Tom Pendergast in 
Kansas City. Clark said there had 
been no arrangement for a further 
conference but that “he would be 
glad to see Senator Truman any 
time he might ¢all.” 

“As far as I am concerned poli-, 
tics will have nothing to do with 
this appointment,” Senator Clark 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
I will not have first, gecond and 
third choices when I announce my 
recommendation. [I will have one 
ne I will stand by that one to the 
end.” ‘ 

Others on Clark’s List. 

It has been known for several 

weeks that Senator Clark had 
Boyle G. Clark, to whom he is not 
related, in mind for the place, but 
it has been the understanding that 
he would not insist that the ap- 
pointment go to the Columbia man 
if his colleague, Senator Truman, 
would agree to join in a recom- 
mendation for one of the others on 
Clark’s list, the names of whom 
he refused to give to reporters 
yesterday.

LONDON, Dec. 30.—A 75-year oil 
concession’ opening 270,000 square 
miles of virgin territory in Afghan- 
istan-has been awarded to a United 
States firm, the Inland Exploration 
Co. of New York, high diplomatic 
circles said today. | 

Ogden L, Mills, former Secretary 
of the Treasury, is one of the fi- 
nanciers backing the Inland com- 
pany, these high sources asserted. 

The concession, described as 
“probably the greatest untapped oil 
reserve in the world,” was said to 
have been negotiated with the Af- 
ghan Government by Charles C. 
Hart, former American Minister to 
Albania and Persia, and Frederick 
G. Clapp, technical expert with of- 
fices in New York. 

Conversations were held over a 
period of months in Kabul, Geneva, 
and Berlin where the agreement 
was signed by Hart, Clapp and Faiz 
Mohammed Khan, Afghan ‘Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs. : 

Diplomats said that when Hart 
retired as Minister to Persia in 1933, 
both the Afghan and Persian gov- 
ernments asked him to find capital 
for exploiting the Afghanistan oil 
reserves. , 

This he was able to do through 
the Inland Exploration Co., con- 
trolled by the Seaboard Oil Co., 
with Case, Pomeroy & Co. holding 
large interests, The Texas company 
is said to be interested through 
sizeable stockholding in the Sea- 
board Oil Co. of Delaware. Fisher 
brothers of Detroit also are under- 
stood to be interested. 

John M. Lovejoy of New York 
is president of the Inland Explora- 
tion Co. According to a reported 
understanding with the Afghan 
Government, the company binds it- 
self to make every reasonable ef- 
fort to build up production to 40,- 
000,000 barrels after 10 years. 

The concession also requires that 
the concession company must be 
entirely American. A staff of en- 
gineers will be sent to explore the 
field and plan development work as 
soon as the Afghan National As- 
sembly formally ratifies the agree- 
ment. 

The Afghan oil fields run for 500 
miles across North Afghanistan 
from the Indian to the Hast Per- 
sian frontier and extend far south 
along the Iranian boundary, Ex- 
perts have reported many natural 
seepages which prove the richness 
of the fields. 

The concession would require 
1000 miles of pipe line to carry 
the oil across Persia or Baluchistan, 
depending oh the outcome of nego- | 
tiations with these countries.

TO SET NEW RECORD 


Safety Council Predicts Total 
for United States Will » 
Reach 37,450. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—The National 
Safety Council said today that au- 
tomobile traffic deaths in the Unit- 
ed States for 1936 will set a new 
high record. The council ;redict- 
ed the toll will reach 37,450, or 450 
more than in last year. 

A 5 per cent increase in traffic 
deaths last month as compared with 
November, 1935, said W. H. Cam- 
eron, managing director, ended all 
hope of avoiding an increase over 
the 1935 total. 

The 1i-month total for 1936 was 
33,790. Last year it was 33,340. 
November was the seventh consecu- 
tive month in which fatalities ex- 
ceeded those of corresponding 


months last year. 

Cameron said, however, that the 
accident death rate as based on 
gasoline consumption was lower 
than last year’s. Consumption 
through November, 1936, exceeded 


that of the corresponding period in 
1935 by 10 per cent. 
Pedestrian Deaths Up. 
The council’s records showed 
pedestrian traffic deaths continued 
to increase, the 1936 figures so far 
exceeding those of last year by 2 
per cent. Deaths in the 5 to 14 
years age group jumped 10 per cent. 

New York led 12 states in cut- 
ting the traffic death toll 
than 7 per cent for the first 10 or 
11 months of 1936. That State reg- 
istered a reduction of 19 per cent 
through November. Other states 
which reported reductions includ- 
ed: New Hampshire, 13 per cent; 
Connecticut and Nevada, 12; South 
Dakota afd Maryland, 11; North 
Carolina, 10; Utah, Virginia and 
New Jersey, 9; Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin, 7. 

Statistics On Cities. = 

Among 13 cities of more than 
500,000 population, New York con- 
tinued to have the lowest average 
death rate, the council said. Mil- 
waukee, Buffalo, Detroit and Pitts- 
burgh had higher 11-month totals 
than they did last year. November 
death totals were larger in Boston, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit and Chi- 
cago than in November, 1935. 

November traffic deaths reduced 
to 24 the number of cities in the 
10,000 to 25,000 population group 
with perfect records. 

Cities in the 100,000 to 250,000 
group reported a 35 per cent in- 
crease for November; those in the 
250,000 to 500,000 group, 24 per cent. 
Wilmington, N. C., in the 25,000 to 
50,000 group, was the largest city 


with a record of no fatalities to 
Dec. 1. ’

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BOSS PENDERGAST

Thomas J. Pendergast, the Demo-

BUSCH INHERITANCE. 
TAYES $400,000 


$63,366 Payment Made to 
State on Estate of 
Brewer. 


State and Federal inheritance and 
estate taxes on the estate of Au- 
gust A. Busch, who was head of 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., will exceed 
$400,000, it was shown by an ap- 
praiser’s report filed in Probate 
Court at Clayton late yesterday. 

The State inheritance tax, $63,366, 
was paid yesterday, 97% per cent 
going to State Treasurer Richard R. 
Nacy, who was anxious to include 
this in the current year’s business, 
and 2% per cent, or $1584 going to 
Probate Judge A. Evan Hughes 
as a personal fee, ~The ap- 
praisal, by Louis Kung, disclosed 
that $277,378 in Federal-estate tax 
had been paid about a year ago, It 
was indicated in addition that about 
$67,000 more in State estate tax 
would be paid eventually. 

Appraisal of Estate. 

Valuation of the estate by the ap- 
praiser was $1,872,288, which was 
$206,230 more than shown in an 
amended inventory filed by the exe- 
cutors last March. The original in- 
ventory, filed in July, 1934, amount- 
ed to $3,417,364, but a number of 
items were omitted or corrected in 
the amended list. The principal 
difference between inventories and 
the inheritance tax appraisal, how- 
ever, was in the valuation of the 
stock of the Anheuser-Busch brew- 
ery. 
' The 14,500 shares held outright 
by the estate, out of 180,000 in the 
company, were valued in the ap- 
praisal at $75 a share, or $1,121,250, 
the value being as of the date when 
Mr. Busch ended his life because of 
intense suffering from cardiac 
asthma, Feb. 13, 1934. The original 
inventory had placed the stock’s 
worth at $90 a share, but the 
amended inventory reduced it to 
$60. Frank H. Fisse of Nagel, Kirby, 
Orrick & Shepley, attorneys for the 
estate, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Kunz took into consid- 
eration conditions of the reviving 
brewing business in arriving at his 
valuation. 

Some Stocks in Litigation. 

An additional 812% shares were 
not appraised because of litigation 
over their ownership pending in. the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, nor 
were 8126 shares heid under an un-

to construe the trust has been pre- 
pared for filing. Neither was ap- 
praisal made of 1330 additional 
shares of Manufacturers’

The inheritance and estate taxes 
on this estate were among the 
largest ever assessed in Missouri. 

Comparatively little difference in 
valuation, if any, was made in the 
appraisal of. most of the numerous 
items in the estate, as compared 
with the amended inventory. In 
computing the State taxes, deduc- 
tions from the gross valuation were 
made amounting to $432,152. These 
included the Federal estate tax,

In 
that period he lost nine criminal 
cases in which two clients received 
sentences of life imprisonment, 10 
received sentences totaling 275 years 
and five were fined a total of $6400. 

Only twice was he victorious—in 
the second trial of Paul A. Richards, 
acquitted by a jury of kidnaping 
Alexander Berg for ransom, and in 
the trial of Bart Davit, acquitted of 
robbery in the holdup and attempt- 
ed abduction of Oscar Johnson, 
president of the St. Louis Symphony 
Society. - 

Lacy himself was acquitted of the 
criminal charge of corrupting a ju- 
ror in the Richards case, but the 
charge has been revived in the 
pending disbarment suit by the St. 
Louis Bar Disciplinary Committee, 
which alleges he was guilty, not of 
a crime, but of professional miscon- 
duct in seeking to corrupt a juror. 


Denial by Lacy. 

This charge, and the others in 
the disbarment suit, Lacy has de- 
nied. The other chief charge is that 
he withheld more than $10,000 from 
the LoLordo estate, even after final 
judgment had been entered against 
him by the Missouri Supreme Court 
for $10,978. 

In the criminal case which re- 
sulted in acquittal, Lacy was rep- 
resented by Sigmund M. Bass, his 
counse] also in the disbarment pro- 
ceedings. 

While Lacy was busy with the 
Muench mail fraud trial, in which 
he represented Wilfred Jones, sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison, he 
filed, through Bass, three dilatory 
motions in the disbarment: suit, 
which were overruled by the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals without 
comment. 

He filed his answer in denial yes- 
terday, thus joining the issues and 
permitting arrangements for trial. 
Counsel will appear in court to- 
morrow, when the arrangements 
will be made, the Court having ap- 
pointed A. M. Spradling of Cape 
Girardeau as special commissioner 
to take evidence, Spradling will 
report his findings of fact and con- 
clusions of law to the Court, which 
will take final action. 


Lacy’s Legal Defeats. 

Aside from his defeat as attorney 
for Jones, the debit side of Lacy’s 
ledger as defense attorney in the 
last five years shows the following 
list of. clients convicted and sen- 
tenced, to prison terms: 

Bart Davit, convicted last year 
of the murder of Paul Flueck, 
Maplewood grocer, ahd sentenced 
to prison for life. Davit will not 
be tried on the charge of kidnap- 
ing Dr. Isaac D. Kelley unless

8 FOOTBALL 
DEATHS IN '36; 


By ‘the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—A total 
of 28 football fatalities during 1936 
was reported today to. the Amer- 
ican Football Coaches’ Association 
by Prof, Floyd R. Eastwood of New 
York’ University, who-has conduct- 
ed a survey for the last six years. 
Fourteen of the deaths occurred 
in high schools, 11 in sandlot com- 
petition, two among athletic clubs 
and only one in the colleges. The 
total was less than last year but 
three more than 1934, the low for, 
the six-year period. fi 
Prof. Eastwood noted the in- 
crease in the percentage of fatal- 
ities among sandlot and high school 
players. There was an increase of 
14 per cent in high schools and 9 
per cent in sandlot competition. In 
comparison, there. was a decline 
among athletic clubs and colleges, 
eight having been reported in the 
latter in 1931, the first year of the 
survey. 
For the six-year period, Prof. 
Eastwood reported a total of 254

Young Brooklyn Trainer 
Predicted That He Would

Year.

MIAMI, Fla—Young Hirsch Ja- 
cobs, Brooklyn trainer, saddled his 
179th winner of the year when 
Mama’s Choice, won the fifth race 
today at Tropical Park. 

Jacobs scored again with Espin- 
aca in the sixth race, which 
brought his total up to 180, which 
was what he predicted at the start 
of the 1936 campaign. 


Last May Hirsch Jacobs quietly 


told friends he would saddle 180 
winners. This was 33 more than 
the record, and many figured the 
32-year-old trainer’s judgment had 
been warped by three years of sen- 
sational success. 

Jacobs equaled the record of 147 
winners set 14 years ago by “Cow- 
boy” Irwin. He had 166 to his 
credit when Tropical Park opened 
and he has added 12 more in the 
14 days of racing here. That makes 
178 on his string. 

Jacobs has headed America’s 
trainers for four years now. He led 
in 1933 with 116 winners, in 1934 
with 127, in 1935 with 114, and this 
year oTu do my sepa. 
more.” 

This solidly built, shy horseman 
first raced horses of his own train- 
ing in 1925, campaigning in Canada 
and Ohio with thoroughbreds 
claimed in cheap races. Now he 
has 56 in his string and he also 
trains some for other owners.

But major league base- 
ball’s threatened upHeaval was 
averted when Commissioner Landis 
ruled the brilliant young pitcher, 
Bob Feller, could stay with Cleve- 
land for a nominal fee. 


Super-colossal? The Olympics 
were nothing else but—a combina- 
tion of pageantry, nationalistic fer- 
vor, and exploits excelling anything 
in athletic history and leaving even 
the Greeks groping for a word to 
describe it.

I anticipate 1937 with eagerness, 
hoping to be a part of what surely 
will be a great season.

Parting of the Ways. 
O subsidize or not to sub- 
sidize” remains one of the 
great problems of collegiate ath- 
letics, as the year 1936 draws to 
a close. The lessons of the past 
12 months have ‘contained no 
mandate of common sense on 
this question. The year 1937 still 
will find faculty, undergraduate, 
alumni and public opinion on this 
subject in a turmoil of contra- 

diction. 

The range of views as to the

DEATHS IN ST. LOUIS RISE 
16 PER GENT IN LAST YEAR 


Total 12,274; Health Commissioner 
Lays Gain to Heat and 
Penumonia. 

There have been 12,274 deaths in 
St. Louis this year up to last mid- 
night, compared with 10,542 last 
year, Health Commissioner Joseph 
F.-Bredeck announced today. He 
attributed the increase of 1732 
deaths, or 16 per cent, largely to 

heat last summer and pneumonia. 

Deaths caused by pneumonia 
numbered 1240 this year and 950 
fast year—an increase of 290. There 
were 210 cases of pneumonia re- 
ported in September, Octeber and 
November this year, compared with 
156 in the same period last year. 

There has been a marked 
decrease in diphtheria, coupled with 
the campaign for immunization 
against that disease begun by Dr. 
Bredeck in 1934. There were 961 
cases and 38 deaths in 1934, but in 
1935 only 665 cases and 24 deaths, 
and this year 378 cases and .16 
deaths. 

Figures remaining to be compiled 
would show a decline in the infant 
death rate from 51.2 a 1000 last year 
to about 48.3 a 1000 this year, the 
commissioner thought.

AT. 81. IN MOVES 
MORE THAN IT WISHED 


President Gifford ‘Says Cir- 
cumstances Led Firm Far 
Into Film Field. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30. — The 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co, became more deeply involved 
with the motion picture business 
than it wished or anticipated, Wal- 
ter 8S. Gifford, president of the 
company, testified at a Federal 
Communications Commission hear- 
ing yesterday. 

Gifford, questioned by Samuel 
Becker, counsel for the commis 


sion, said the telephone company, 
through its patent license and sales 
unit, Electrical Research Products, 
Inc., became a financial backer of 
certain movie producing companies 
during the depression. Electrical 
Research Products, Gifford ex- 
plained, put money into the movies 
to protect claims in connection 
with contract leases of sound 
equipment. 

“We went much further into the 
field than we anticipated and much 
further than Electrical Research 
Products anticipated,” Gifford said. 
“We got into it because of circum- 
stances. It ail started as a result 
of financial difficulties experienced 
by some studios.” 

“Do you believe,” Becker asked 
the witness, “whether ERPI’s deals 
with the old Fox Film Co. helped 
the Bell System’s public relations?” 

“I don’t think they affected our 
public relations,” answered. Gifford. 
“ERPI’s entrance into the motion 
picture business may have been 
unwise and unpractical from the 
Bell System’s standpoint, but it 
worked out to the public’s benefit 
by making sound pictures better.” 

Gifford said that from the time 
he became president of A. T. and T. 
in 1925 his policy was to stay out 
of fields not directly related to 
communications development. He 
expressed the opinion that labora- 
tory research in by-products, in 
which some of the ERPI executives 
previously were interested, accord- 
ing to memoranda placed in the 
record, was “unpractical.” 

“We are not financing any new 
pictures,” he said. 

Concerning ERPI’s investment of 
$2,000,000 in Universal Corporation 
debenture stock, on which testi- 
mony had been given by Whitford 
Kane, ERPI executive vice-presi- 
dent, Gifford said it was prompted 
by much the same conditions that 
caused ERPI to advance the old 
Fox Film Co. more than $14,000,000 
a few years ago. In each case 
ERPI had had rental and license 
claims. 


REVISED BANK LAWS URGED

ENGLISH WOMAN, DIES 


Widow of Shipping Magnate 
Noted for Philanthropies, 
Publisher of Weekly.

wealthiest woman in England, died | 


early today in her home in Hamp- 
stead, London, 

She was the widow of Sir Rob- 
ert Houston, shipping magnate, 
who died in 1926.

Lady Houston was a spectacular 
giver, most of the donations going 
to hospitals and charities, although 
she’ once presented the British 
Government with $12,000,000 “just 
on an impulse.” The money rep- 
resented the death duties on her 
husband's. éstate .which the Gov- 
ernment had tried without success 
to collect, since he died in Jersey, 
where there were no death duties. 

She was among the first five 
women to receive the title of Dame 
Commander of the British empire. 

Married Twice. 

She was married twice. Her first 
husband, the ninth Baron Byron, 
died in 1917. She was married to 
Houston in 1924. 

She was the donor and adminis- 
tratrix of the first rest home for 
tired nurses during the war. In 
1931 she gave nearly $500,000 for 
Great Britain’s entry in the 
Schneider -trophy contest, interna- 
tional seaplane speed race. 

She financed the airplane expedi- 
tion to Mount Everest’s peak in 
1933, 

Lady Houston was a_ frequent 


critic of the British Government |. 


through her weekly Saturday Re- 
view. She wrote most of the ar- 
ticles. 

She was a fervent Nationalist and 
an outspoken admirer of Hitler and 


Mussolini and the political systems 


they set up. She wrote flaming ar- 
ticles to justify Italy’s invasion of 
Ethiopia last year and could find 
no words strong enough to express 
her disapproval of the League of 
Nations and Britain’s membership 
of it. 

Her particular bete noire was 
British Foreign secretary Anthony 
Eden, whom she once described, in 
the course of e violent editorial in 
her Saturday Review, as “a nanc- 
ified popinjay.” 

She offered $1,000,000 to Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer Neville Cham- 
berlain May 3, 1935, for the air de- 
fense of London. Chamberlain re- 
jected the offer, however, because, 
he said, the Government could not 
accept such a gift for a specific 
purpose.

In Short, Stay Out of the Red. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
S the individual and the national sense

A STUDY IN CONTRASTS. __ 
The crying need for the modernization of proced- 
ure in criminal trials in Missouri—a need which the 
Post-Dispatch has spoken about many times—is 
brought out with striking emphasis by the contrast 
between the Federal trial of the Muench mail-fraud 
case and the earlier proceedings in State courts grow-. 
ing out of the Kelley kidnaping. 
This contrast exists with respect to at least five 
major phases of the procedure in the several court 
trials—in regard to depositions, witnesses, severance, 
bail and the handling of appeals. Each phase is im- 
portant enough to be considered by itself. 

In the State trials, the defense was permitted to 
take the sworn testimony of the State’s witnesses in 
advance. A similar right to take depositions was 
not possessed by the State. Obviously, this gave the 
defense an’ advantage in’ the preparation of its case. 

In the Federal trial, the defense was not allowed 
to take depositions. It could engage in no “fishing 
expeditions” into the Government’s case. The defense 
had to meet the evidence of the Government at the 
same time’and in the same way as the Government- 
had to meet the evidence of the defense—in open 
court, during the trial. The superiority of the Fed- 
eral practice is obvious. 

The matter of witnesses is related to that of deposi- 

tions. In the State trials, the defense was provided 
with a list of the witnesses to be used by the prose- 
cution. Whether or not the defense took the deposi- 
tions of all these witnesses, it was able to plan its 
case with the State witnesses known and accounted 
for. 
In the Federal trial, no list of the Government’s 
witnesses was furnished to the defense. Both sides 
were on the same footing. Prosecution and defense 
alike came to court with their witnesses and present- 
ed their cases in a public trial. Neither enjoyed an 
advantage over the other. 

The Missouri law says that when two or more 
defendants are jointly indicted for any felony, any 
one of them, before announcing himself ready for 
trial, may ask for a separate trial. In that case, it 
becomes mandatory upon the State to conduct sepa- 
rate trials. Under this,rule of mandatory severance, 
joint defendants charged with the more serious of- 
fenses in Missouri make a practice of requiring sepa- 
rate trials. Bach of the defendants in the Kelley 
kidnaping cases asked for and obtained severance.

|The first defendant to go to trial for a part in the 
Kelley kidnaping was held in jail without bail while 
under indictment. After his conviction, he was re- 
leased on. bond to spend his freedom as he saw fit—as 
it happened, to sun himself at Miami Beach for part 
of the time. This “right to bail’ under Missouri 
statutes is based on a State Supreme Court decision 
| of 1924, interpreting (mistakenly, in our opinion) an 
ba of the Legislature which says that courts “may” 
grant bail to convicted persons. 

But whether the Missouri statute is at fault or the 
ruling of the State Supreme Court needs to be re- 
viewed, the State practice falls short when measured 
by the Federal practice. The Federal Court did not 
allow a bail bond after conviction in the Federal] case. 
The Judge followed the wise rule promulgated by the 
United States Supreme Court, namely, that “bail shall 
not be allowed pending appeal unless it appears that 
the appeal involves a substantial question which 
‘should be determined by the appellate court.” 
| When the State’s kidnaping trials got under way, 
'the defendants were allowed 12 months in which to 
file appeals after conviction. Since then, the appeal 
period has been shortened to six months. Appeals 
from the conviction in the Federal case must be per- 
fected within 30 days and argued within 30 more, or 
as soon thereafter as the docket of the Federal] Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals will permit. 

These contrasts are emphasized by the Muench case 
and related proceedings. They are not confined to 
these actions, by any means. We have had repeated 
demonstrations that the State law furnishes improper 
safeguards and protections to criminals. 

There is no matter of more vital importance before 
the State than that of revising its archaic and crime- 
breeding criminal code.

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WHO CHOSE THESE MEN? 

One of the phases of the investigation into Judge 
Padberg’s celebrated grand jury has been balked by 
the Circuit Judges at a general term meeting on the 
ground of “impracticality.” It concerns the identity 
of the Judge or Judges who nominated for grand jury 
service the 12 men who were finally chosen. Among 
the 12 are four with past or present political connec- 
tions or associations—obviously bad choices, since 
the outstandingly important business before the 
grand jury was investigation of election frauds. 

It is the duty of the Judges every two years to 
compile a list of prospective grand jurors, each Judge 
|submitting about 35 names. It is imperative in the 
public interest that this list be chosen with the most 
scrupulous care, that it contain the names only of 
men of the highest character. This is because the 
grand jury occupies a position of peculiar responsi- 
bility. It should be—and, when it functions properly, 
is—the people’s defense against the crooks of high 
and low degree who prey upon society. 

The present grand jury failed in its function. It 
stands in contempt of the people of St. Louis. It 
would be instructive to know what Judge or Judges 
nominated these men for service. .Here is an im- 
Dortant aspect of a scandalous situation which, since 
it has to do with the sanctity of the ballot, is of su- 
preme public interest.

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MONKEYING WITH DYNAMITE. 

We print today at the head of the letter column 
a rather cryptic communication from a prominent 
aviation official who wishes his name withheld and 
who declines to elaborate on the views he expresses. 

He thinks there is no excuse for the series of 
crack-ups culminating in the crash of a United Air 
Lines plane near Burbank, Cal., in which 12 persons 
were killed. He likens flying over mountains in a 
fog to monkeying with a stick of dynamite. 

That is a very serious indictment of the air lines. 
It is borne out by the statement of Inspector Reed of 
the Department of Commerce about the Burbank 
crash. “It takes about a 4000-foot ceiling,” said he, 
“to get over (the Tehachapi Mountains) with a suf- 
ficient margin. I would have hated to come over 
those mountains with a 3500-foot ceiling.” Weather 
reports at the time of the crash showed a 3500-foot 


ceiling at Bakersfield and a 3000-foot ceiling at Bur- 


bank, the plane’s scheduled destination. 

Why do aviation companies send planes into the 
air under adverse conditions? Why do they gamble 
with the lives of their employes and passengers? If 
it be argued that aids to blind flying have been vastly 
improved in recent years, it is also true that the 
business of landing and taking off in foggy weather 
is still surrounded bY tremendous hazards. 

Travel by air is constantly increasing in popular- 
ity and even the most frightful accidents often fail 
to deter persons who are in love with this com- 
paratively new and delightful form of transporta- 
tion. But the willingness of the public to take 
chances does not affect the aviation companies’ re- 
sponsibility for the exercise of reasonable care. 

Are intense competitive conditions the reason for 
sending planes up in bad weather? If so;.then the 
Government is going to have to exercise a greater and 
more drastic measure of control over the aviation 
companies than it does now... ‘; 
If the companies, in their eagerness to maintain 
schedules despite.the risk to>life and limb, are not 
sensible enough to run their own business with the 
proper caution, then they will have to be compelled 
to do so.

And during his stay in Washington, he con- 
ducted himself in a perfectly natural manner. 
Free of counsel] and cross-counsel, and of the 
responsibility of a party standard bearer, he 
bore himself as Alf M. Landon, and as Alf 
M. Landon he captivated all of Washington. 

The praise the Governor is receiving must 
surprise him. Laurels are being tossed at 
him all over the land for sportsmanship, 
dignity of bearing and perfect taste. This 
must surprise him, because, for the first 
time in a long while, the Governor was being 
just himself. ; 

If the plaudits persuade him in any future 
political activity to follow his own judgment 
primarily in what he says and does, then 
the Gridiron dinner will have served a pur- 
pose even more useful than demonstrating to 
a censored, dictated world how American 
contestants for the highest office can accept 
the people’s verdict in fraternal peace, and 
then sit down to laugh at a satire on them- 
selves. .

The American Federation of Labor thinks 
not. In its November survey of business, the 
federation warns that, while recent wage 
creases are “in the right direction,” this 
country “must plan for a progressively rising 
wage level”—first for a minimum health 
standard and, next, for a “capacity produ 
tion” level. Today, the A. F. of L. says, “be 
tween 10,000,000.and 15,000,000 American fam 
ilies” are living below the minimum health 
standard. 

Based on estimates by Prof. Pau! Nystrom 
of Columbia, and brought up to present 
prices by the Labor Department cost-of-li- 
ing index, an American city family of four 
requires a breadwifner working 40 hours 4& 
week steadily through the year and earning 
73 cents an hour, or about $1500 a year. That 
is the health minimum. It will be remem 
bered that Brookings Institution found 7,500; 
000 city workers’ families getting less than 
$1500 a year in so-called prosperous 1929. 

On a basis of incomplete data, the federa 
tion finds that the average wage in the sua 
mer of 1936 was 58 cents an hour, or 1) 
cents below the health minimum. In 1% 
when NRA was operating, the average w# 
56 cents, or only 14 cents below the nece® 
sary level, which then was 70 cents. Since 
then, while living costs have risen, there 
“was hardly any increase in average hourly 
wages.” 

This country will be in full economié 
health when wages are high enough to allow 
consumption of the output of our existing 
productive plant.

and Germany. For the position of 
Jtaly in the Mediterranean is such 
that in the event of war Mussolini 
could cut the communications of 
France and of Britain with their 
African and Asiatic empires. 

The British are not strong 
enough to deal with Germany in 
the North Sea and the English 
Channel and also with the Italians 
in the Mediterranean. The French 
must not, if they can possibly pre- 
vent it, be compelled to keep an 
army on the Italian frontier and 
to risk being separated from North 
Africa. So they have the strong- 
est possible reasons for making a 
bargain with Mussolini.

Moreover, such a bargain is a 
practical possibility because funda- 
mentally the vital interests of Italy 
are in conflict with the Nazi policy. 
Mussolini would certainly not care 
to see the Germans established in 
Spain or in Spanish Africa. And in 
Central Europe, the progress of 
Nazi diplomacy has been at the ex- 
pense of Italy. 

To have Austria and Hungary 
fall into Nazi hands would jeopard- 
ize all that Italy gained in the 
World War. It would mean that, 
instead of a weak and pro-Italian 
Austria on the Brenner frontier, 
there would be the armed forces of 


Sthe Hitler Reich. After that the 
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European Diplomatic Activity 
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But when it comes to the project 
of a complete pestdalibakion ak 

» the quid pro quo of a 
bargain is not yet in sight. There 
were trial balloons from Paris last 
week suggesting that France might 
be willing to return the German 
colonies she received at Versailles 
in exchange for a limitation of Ger- 
man armaments and a political set- 
tlement. The suggestion has about 
it an air of unreality. 

To ask Germany to stop arming, 
and to abandon the four-year plan 
of economic mobilization for war, 
and to re-enter the Western econ- 
omy by restoring freedom of trade 
is to ask Germany to give up the 
fundamental principle on which the 
Nazi regime is organized. For Hit- 
ler solved the problem of unem- 
ployment by a mobilization for war. 
It is the most complete mobiliza- 
tion ever undertaken by a modern 
state. This mobilization is the es- 
sence of Nazi-ism. It is impossible 
to imagine a Nazi regime in a na- 
tion which permitted normal eco- 
nomic transactions. 

To say to Hitler that he can have 
an African colony if he demobi- 
lizes is in effect to say to him that 
Germany can have a colony if she 
demobilizes the Nazi regime.

But if Germany demobilized the 
Nazi regime, African colonies would 
cease to seem so important to Ger- 
many. For it is not the lack of 
colonies, but the policy of the Nazi 
regime, which is impoverishing the 
German people. It is impoverish- 
ing them by devoting their sub- 
stance to armaments. It is impov- 
erishing them even mofe by the ‘ef- 
fort to make Germany _§self- 
sufficient in case of war. 

Self-sufficiency, self-containment, 
autarchy—are self-strangulation. In 
effect, the Nazis have blockaded 
Germany and then within their 
blockaded country they are devot- 
ing their inadequate resources to 
huge unproductive armaments. 

It is this policy, the policy of to- 
talitarian mobilization for war, and 
not boycotts and foreign hostility, 
which is strangling the German 
economy. It is this policy which is 
causing the tension that Dr. Schacht 
tells us may cause an “explosion.” 
But this tension cannot be cured by 
an African colony, even if anyone 
were willing to give a colony to a 
government that was mobilizing for 
war. 

. . . 

The German problem cannot be 
solved from the outside because it 
is self-induced and_ self-created. 
That was not true in the post-war 
period, when reparations were 
wrecking the German economy. But 
since Germany has been liberated 
from this servitude, the obstacle 
to German recovery is solely the 
Nazi policy, namely, excessive arm2- 
ment and above all the effort to 
make Germany self-sufficient for 
war purposes. 

So the problem can be solved only 
by a change of policy; to talk of 
solving it by an African colony or 
by some commercial credits is like 
offering a drink of whisky to a man 
who is strangling himself. The 
whisky will do*him no good till he 
unties the noose which he has put 


around his own neck.

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From Left to Righthanded- 
ness Causes Stuttering.

A major cause of stuttering is the 
practice of “breaking” young chil- 
dren of their natural left-handed- 


ness, Dr. Bryng Bryngelson of the | 


University of Minnesota said yester- 
day before a meeting of the Amer- 
ican Speech Correction Association, 
which is meeting jointly with the 


National Association of Teachers of 
Speech at Hotel Statler. 

The two associations continued 
their meetings today. The teachers 
@iscussed the problem of drama at 
a general morning session, and later 
divided into sectional groups for the 
consideration. of other speech ques- 
tions. The speech correction asso- 
ciation held a program this morn- 
ing at the Central’ Institute for the 
Deaf. During the afternoon the two 
groups will meet jointly to hear 
speakers discuss the more scientific 
phases of speech and speech disor- 
ders. 

Dr. Bryngelson, in his address, 
said that the shifting of the. child 
from left to right-handedness not 
only is responsible for stuttering, 
but also has resulted in spelling and 
reading disabilities. Parents and 
often school teachers are to blame 
for the acquired speech disorder, he 
said, because they frequently at- 
tempt, through ignorance and preju- 
dice, to make all children right- 
handed. 

Tells of Experiment. 


Dr. Bryngelson related the results 
of:an experiment carried on at the 
speech clinic at the University of 
Minnesota, in which three right- 
handed children, all without speech 
impediments, were taught to use 
their left hands. Within four 
months, he said, all were stuttering, 
The normal speech ability of the 
children was restored by teaching 
them to use their right hands again. 

By applying the experiment to 
clinical therapy, he said, more than 
900 patients have been totally or 
partly cured of the disorder during 
the last nine years. The cure was 
effective in 89 per cent of the 
cases, with 50 per cent showing to- 
tal cure and 38 per cent being re- 
lieved of their disability to a large 
extent, he said. 

' Tests have shown that the intel- 
ligence quotient of children who 
have little or no control of their 
muscles, and the mentally deficient 
child increases with speech train- 
ing, Dr. Sara S. Hawk, director of 
the speech clinic of the Los An- 
geles Orthopaedic Hospital and 
member of the University of South- 
ern California faculty, said at a 
meeting of the speech correction 
association. 

These changes, contrary to for- 
mer precepts, she said, often 
amount to much more than the 
conventional change of a few points 
allowed for individual variation, 
and such children have been re- 
classified after training from the 
mentally deficient to the dul] nor- 
mal, normal and even superior on 
the basis of standard tests. 


Emotional Release in Speech. 


“We believe,” she, said, “that the 
intelligence . quotient not only 
changes -with speech development 
but there is an emotional release, 
improving the child’s social aspects 
and general attitude.” 

The results of a statistical study 
of the effectiveenss of high school 
debating, on the debaters them- 
selves and the audience, was given 
by Prof. Robert B. Capel of Hen- 
drix College, at a meeting of the 
speech teachers. 

Use of a sound recorder, to de- 
termine the desired intensity, vol- 
ume and force of the voice, was 
suggested by Dr. Donald Hayworth 
of the University of Akron. By 
using equipment of standard broad- 
cast and public address systems, a 
weak-voiced individual can be con- 
vinced of his defect more effective- 
ly than telling him about it, the 
speaker said. 

This testing procedure, he added, 
may be used in training an individ- 
ual to use a louder voice and to 
train his hearing to expect louder 
speech. When he sees the deflec- 
tion of the needle on the indicator 
as it responds to a normal voice, 
and compares it with the deflection 
from his voice, he is frequently as- 
tounded and accepts unquestionably 
the fact that his voice is abnormal- 
ly weak, he said.

HE usual theory is that fash- 
T ions percolate downwards 

from the upper strata to the 
lower. Fashions in ways of living, 
as well as fashions in clothes. But 
the rise of the trailer seems to have 
reversed this idea. 

When I first heard about trail- 
ers, a few years back, I thought 
they were pretty scrubby. People 
were buying them, I gathered, to 
avoid paying rent and taxes and 
heating costs, and living gypsy 
style, which is usually worse than 
untidy. And then, all at once, 
trailers began to be fashionable. 
They became elegant and expen- 
sive, and smart people bought 
them. Now, it seems, there is

California before I come home. But 
I won't park it in one of those 
trailer camps, all cluttered up with 
modern conveniences! 

A new play by Noel Coward has 
come to be an event. Not only 
does New York City welcome 
this talented Englishman with open 
arms, but visitors from everywhere 
flock to see his plays, and any one, 
in any part of the country, who 
goes in for being even reasonably 
well informed as to the current go- 
ings-on reads them or at least reads 
about them. His first snights are 
among the smartest of the season, 
the seats being so full of elegant 
gentlemen in tails and ladies in 
the newest evening gowns and coif- 
fures that if the lights didn’t go 
down you might almost forget the 
play for the audience. 

There is no denying that Noel 
Coward is a vogue. He even looks 
like one—tall, suave, sophisticated, 
and very, very English. But he is 
much more than that. He is, among 
other things, a fine playwright, a 
good composer and an excellent ac- 
tor. Even if he hadn’t turned out 
r of successes of 
an incredible number of types, his 
“Cavalcade” alone would have made 
him Some One to Know About. It 
is one of the few plays of recent 
years that made me cry hard and 


.frankly—though I didn’t see it as 


practically no limit to what you 
can do and have in a trailer. Or 
how much you can spend for 
one! 
Not long ago, one of the smart 
designers from Hollywood (and 
what could be more elegant?) . 
crossed the continent in a trailer 
with polka-dot curtains at the 
windows.

In 
the comedy, “Hands Across the 
Seas,” she is one of those too, too 
smart young English hostesses 
about whom we al] love to read (I 
think I should find them a little 
terrifying in real life), struggling 
madly to place some of her ‘guests, 
whom she’d met on a world cruise. 
In the tragedy, “The Astonished 
Heart,” she makes a very different 
type of woman, real and moving. 
And in the skit, “Red Peppers,” she 
is half of a vaudeville team in the 


English provinces, and you can 
scarcely believe that she could ever 
be anything else.

who can do so many other things 
can tap dance as he does. 


Not long ago, I made a speech 
about books and _ reading.

They Hit Their Playmates 
To Express Resentment of 
Being Spanked. |

éé HERE goes Julian again. I 
T never saw such a child. Come 

in here. This minute. Haven't 

I told you not to hit children? 
Every time you do I'll spank you.” 

So once more . 
Julian was 
spanked, set 
on the chair in 
the corner in dis- 
grace. This had 
happened about 
every day for 
months. The in- 
stant he saw an- 
other child he 
made for him, hit 
/him, or kicked 
him, or pulled his 
hair. He even bit 
some of them. 

Why? “Because 

I wanted to and 

I'll do it again.” 

That meant another spanking. The 
pattern seemed set. Hit and be 
spanked, then do it again. — 

“Do you always spank him when 
he is naughty?” 

“Of course. What else could I 
do. Ican’t have him hitting every 
child he sees. Nobody will play 
with him. All the methers tell 
their children to leave when he 
comes along. It’s*not my fault he 
behaves like that. I’ve done my 
best.” 

Sometimes punishment creates 
the crime. Children who are 
beaten eat others.« They accept 
what their elders do as standard. 
They think the thing to do is to 
hit anybody that can be hit with 
impunity. Not knowing or under- 
standing the reason of their pun- 
ighment they take it as customary 
and pass it along. And it gives 
them a certain satisfaction  be- 
cause in the hitting they express 
some of the resentment they feel 
in being hit. 

Spanking, a smart slap, should 
be reserved for emergencies, and 
used in emergencies only. It is 
like a dog’s bite. He is entitled 
to one, maybe. He is all the bet- 
ter dog if he saves that one. No- 
body will hate and fear him be- 
cause he was moved by fear or 
anger to bite. It would be just 


as well if we remembered that.

by force, by too much authority, 

are likely to turn against those 
weaker than themselves and bully 
them just for the feeling of supe- 
riority it gives them. Everybody 
has to feel superior once a day if 
he is to feel himself fit and suc- 
cessful. Health of body and mind 
demand it. A child who has no 
chance to feel successful, liked, su- 
perior ‘in some way in his own 
home, will certainly look for a way 
outside his home. Usually, because 
of his lack of experience and knowl- 
edge, he chooses a mistaken way. 
Then you have one of those fight- 
ing children. 

“Julian that was a stupid thing 
to do. A bright little boy would 
not hit’ another. He would want 
to have a friend so he would try 
to do something to please the 
other little boy. Can’t you think 
of something to do that would 
make the little boy think you were 
very nice? It’s smart to make 
friends.” 

If the fighting child can get 
that idea he will cease to fight. 
He fights to gain a high place for 
himself among his fellows. Show 
him a better way out. And don't 
make the mistake of using force 
on him and so giving him cause 
to think he must fight for the 
things he wants. The discipline 
one exerts upon a child becomes 
a “Oger of behavior for that 
child.

UR discussion Monday was 


“@ Blimited tothe topic of the 


eradication of the disease hydro- 
phobia. Naturally, the ideal situa- 
tion regarding any disease would be 
one in which we find ourselves able 
to wipe the disease off the medical 


tmap. Next in order of desirability, 


is the power to prevent the develop- 
ment of the disease in a patient who 
has been exposed to it. Thanks to 
the inspired labors of Louis Pas- 
teur, we can prevent hydrophobia 
after the patient has been subjected 
to the infection, provided we ad- 
minister the preventive treatment 
before symptoms of the disease 
manifest themselves. As a general 
rule, hydrophobia does not set in 
until 50 or 60 days after the patient 
has been exposed: It may develop 
as early as 10 days or as late as 
three or four years after exposure, 
Statistics that have been accumu 
lating for over 50 years prove that 
preventive inoculation is effective 
in over 99 per cent of all cases. 
Louis Pasteur based his work on 
the assumption that although hy- 
drophobia was transmitted through 
the agency of the infective saliva 
of the rabid animal, it might be 
true that the brain and spinal cord 
were even more infective than the 
saliva, By experiments, he proved 
that. his supposition was correct 
With this fact established, Pasteur 
set about to prove that the ordinary 
mad dog’s virus which is known in 
science as “street virus,” is of 
varying strength, but that it can be 
made both more potent and more 
standard. This Pasteur succeeded 
in doing by infecting one rabbit 
from another, until he had passed 
the virus through 200 rabbits. This 
experiment took two years, but 
when it was completed, Pasteur 
was in possession of a virus of the 
highest fixed standard of potency. 
This virus. he called “fixed virus.” 
Street virus will produce hydro- 


phobia. in experimental animals 18 


days after inoculation, whereas 
fixed virus will cause the disease 
to develop in seven days. 


Pasteur next proved that an 
emulsion of the spinal cord of a 
rabbit dead of hydrophobia, would 
transmit hydrophobia, if injected 
into a healthy rabbit; but if the 
spinal cord of the infected animals 
were dried, it tended to lose its in- 
fectiousness in proportion: to the 
length of time that it was dried. 
A cord that had been dried for 
eight days lost all of its power te 
reproduce the disease. More intes- 
esting is the fact that, although the 
hydrophobic rabbit’s spinal cord 


loses its power to. infect, while it 


is drying out, it nevertheless main- 
tains the power to protect other 
animals and human beings against 
the development of hydrophobia. 


When Pasteur decided to try out 
his preventive treatment on human 
beings, he started by injecting into 
the patient an emulsion of an in- 
fected rabbit's spinal cord that had 
been dried not for eight days but 
for 14 days, in order to be abso- 
lutely safe. For 13 successive days, 
he injected into the patient the 
emulsion of the spinal cords that 
had been dried, each for one day 
less than the cord used for the 
previous day’s injection, so that the 
final injection was that of a cord 
that: had been dried for only one 
day, and that would have been fa- 
tal had it not been for the 13 pre 
ceding immunizing injections. 


After this series of injections is 
over, the patient may feel assured 
that, even though he was bitten by, 

a mad dog, he is immune to hy- 
drophobia. The technique of im- 
munization as used today has been 
simplified in many particulars, but 
it rests on the same principles that 
were laid down by Pasteur in 1885, ~
